SELECTMEN'S  SUMMARY  AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


Under  the  above  heading  your  Selectmen  wish  to  take 
this  means  of  acquainting  the  citizens  of  the  Town's 
problems  and  situations  that  have  to  be  met  nearly  every 
day  in  carrying  on  the  government  of  the  Town. 

We  think  that  all  will  agree  that  the  cost  of  living  and 
doing  business  has  increased  greatly,  and  this  in  turn  is 
reflected  in  the  cost  to  Town  affairs,  and  on  this  phase  we 
wish  to  make  some  comment. 

You  will  note  on  the  budget  of  the  current  year  an 
item  showing  a  deficit  of  $3,288.22.  This  sum  is  really 
an  accumulation  of  deficits  of  past  two  years  due  to  snow 
removal  costs.  For  the  year  1945-46  the  total  cost  of 
snow  removal  was  $9,068.12,  for  this  we  received  in 
Class  V  highway  money  $5,542.80  showing  a  deficit  of 
$3,525.32.  Although  $500.00  was  raised  at  our  March 
meeting  1946  for  snow  removal  no  part  was  used  for  this 
purpose  as  it  was  used  up  on  Town  roads  through  no  fault 
of  the  Road  Agent. 

Every  year  our  town  bridges,  of  which  we  have  ap- 
proximately 24,  require  a  large  outlay  of  money.  We  are 
inserting  an  article  in  Town  Warrant,  and  would  recom- 
mend that  $500.00  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

We  hope  the  voters  will  give  due  study  to  Article  15 
regarding  having  the  Road  Agent  having  charge  of  all 
roads  both  summer  and  winter. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the  1946  Town  Meeting, 
$400.00  was  raised  for  the  repairs  of  Lund  Bridge,  so- 
called,  but  owing  to  a  misunderstanding  of  figures  used 
by  the  State,  this  sum  was  inadequate  for  the  work  neces- 
sary. Your  Selectmen  hope  to  have  the  true  figures  for 
Town  Meeting. 

Although  this  summary  is  brief,  it  is  the  hope  of  the 
Selectmen,  as  time  goes  on,  to  make  a  more  full  report.

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  a  discount  on 
taxes. 


9.     To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  regarding 
street  light  and  raise  money  for  same. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  exceeding  one  one-hundredths  of  one  per 
cent  (1/100  of  1%)  of  the  net  assessed  valuation  based 
on  the  assessment  of  1946  for  the  purpose  of  publicizing 
and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and  resources  of 
the  Town,  together  with  other  towns  in  the  Dartmouth- 
Lake  Sunapee  Region  Association.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Danbury  1946-1947 

Education  in  the  United  States  is  undergoing  many 
serious  changes  and  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  keep  as  many 


people  informed  and  to  point  the  way  in  as  many  ways 
as  possible. 

The  greatest  change  as  of  this  moment  is  that  of  in- 
creasing costs,  for  there  is  nothing  sacred  about  material 
costs  when  schools  are  billed  for  necessary  items.  A  rise 
in  labor  costs  cutting  pulp  and  in  mining  soft  coal  must 
eventually  show  up  in  the  cost  of  paper.  Probably  m  - 
terial  costs  are  small  compared  with  the  increase  in 
teachers'  salaries  throughout  the  nation  and  in  New 
Hampshire  in  particular.  The  seriousness  of  the  teacher 
shortage  can  not  be  overemphasized  and  this  shortage 
plus  increasing  costs  of  living  makes  the  teaching  profes- 
sion in  a  position  to  'bargain  as  never  before.  Now  that 
the  war  is  over  teachers  are  organizing  and  are  receiving 
generally  increases  in  salaries  from  $100  to  $400  in  N.  H. 
School  systems  not  making  a  comparable  adjustment  will 
find  their  present  teachers  being  hired  elsewhere. 

Two  years  ago  a  superintendent  of  a  large  Oregon  city 
made  a  tour  of  New  England  in  the  spring  looking  for 
teachers;  he  took  back  some  with  salaries  making  it  pos- 
sible to  travel  out  there,  enjoy  the  country,  and  in  too 
many  cases,  to  stay  out  there.  The  teacher  shortage  is 
national  in  scope  and  will  remain  that  way  until  one  of 
two  things,  or  both,  takes  place;  either  a  depression,  or 
a  wage  scale  high  enough  to  attract  people  to  it  away 
from  manual  or  semi-skilled  jobs  demanding  Httle  if  any 
skill  and  receiving  pay  for  on-the-job-training.  Certainly 
in  many  rural  areas  this  points  to  the  need  of  financial 
assistance  beyond  the  local  taxing  agency.  The  legisla- 
tion in  the  present  General  Court  at  Concord  needs  care- 
ful study  by  all  people  interested  in  taxes. 

Danbury  has  additional  need  of  money  spent  over  a 
period  of  years  to  improve  the  interiors  of  the  buildings, 
including  sanitation,  and  to  better  equip  the  classrooms 
for  regular  teaching.  Pupils  at  present  do  not  have  the 
benefit  of  work  with  encyclopedias.     Certainly  the  older 
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group  should  acquire  this  skill  to  be  prepared  for  high 
school.  Encyclopedias  are  expensive,  costing  from  $50 
to  $85.  We  have  not  included  money  in  the  regular 
budget  for  such  items. 

Eventually  it  may  well  be  that  there  will  be  demand 
for  modern  building  facilities;  other  communities,  in- 
cluding rural  ones,  were  making  progress  in  this  matter 
before  the  war.  Someday  there  may  well  be  aid  for  this 
purpose.  It  is  not  too  early  to  be  thinking  of  this  serious 
problem.  We  are  operating  a  "horse  and  buggy"  educa- 
tional system  in  an  age  when  we  expect  our  roads  plowed, 
regardless  of  the  severity  of  the  storm  before  daybreak. 
What  educational  opportunities  our  children  would  have 
if  we  were  operating  educationally  on  a  comparable 
basis!  Twice  within  my  memory  the  youth  of  the  United 
States  has  demonstrated  to  the  world,  and  old  age  hasn't 
been  far  behind,  that  every  cent  spent  on  education  has 
been  literally  the  keeper  of  our  safety  at  home  and  the 
preserver  of  the  things  we  all  hold  dear  in  the  United 
States.  A  nation  which  can  spend  $280  billions  for  war 
must  spend  more  to  prevent  war.  At  present  we  spend 
in  the  United  States  less  on  education  of  all  kinds  than 
we  spend  on  tobacco  and  liquor.  A  nation  as  rich  as  ours 
pnd  which  can  spend  as  much  for  war  must  somehow  as- 
sume more  responsibility  for  educating  its  youth  for 
peace.  Federal  aid  for  education  should  not  be  ridiculed 
unless  we  are  prepared  to  foot  the  bill  with  direct  property 
taxes.  Education  must  progress  everywhere;  we  can  not 
afford  to  lose  a  war  by  failing  to  win  a  peace.  I  believe 
that  education  will  and  must  win.  One  phase,  and  only 
one,  of  education  is  that  of  educating  our  youth  and  do- 
ing it  better.  Educational  problems  deserve  the  best 
thought  and  support  we  can  give  them  in  the  World,  in 
the  United  States,  in  New  Hampshire  and  in  Danbury.
